There have Ikoii a groat many state­ 
ments made that the winter of ISSI has 
been the severest ever known in Wiscon­ 
sin. Mr. Hat. Clark, of Horicon, who is 
one of the oldest settlers in the State, 
and a dose observer of passing events, 
has written a letter winch dispels the no­ 
tion of the unparalleled severity of the 
winter just closing. Mr. Clark writes 
a1 Hint the winter of 1842-3, winch old set­ 
tlers will remember as a season of re­ 
markable severity. The letter was writ­ 
ten to Mr. Whiteley, who asked for infor­ 
mation in regard to the teni|ierature and 
and st* inns of the winter of 
1812-3. 
Mr. 
Whiteley, 
who 
was 
then 
living 
at 
Racine, 
says 
the 
first 
snow fell on tile 10th of November, 1842, 
and was between two and tliree feet deep* 
and that the first patch of hare ground 
the next season in Racine, was seen on 
tile 14th of April, 1843. 
Mr. Clark’s observations were taken at 
Fort Winnebago, now Portage, in this 
Stat*1, aud the different conditions of Hie 
weather were noted in liis diary. Ile re­ 
cords the snow which fell on the 10th of 
November, 1842, between two and three 
feet deep on a level. 
From tho 10th of 
November to the end of the month, the 
mercury stood from 8 to 29 degrees be­ 
low zero; aud from the 3d to the 5th of 
December, it 
snowed 
heavily, more 
than three feet of 
new snow’ fall­ 
ing 
during 
three 
days, 
winch 
made the snow already six feet deep oil 
the level. From that time till spring, 
travel by teams was suspended. Mails 
were stopped, aud the only mail which 
was brought to Fort Winnebago, during 
that winter, was brou jilt on snow-shoes. 
Mr. Clark also says that on the 25th of 
April, 1843, lie hauled wood on runners, 
on the 26th of the same month, there was 
a home trot on tJu ire on the Wisconsin 
ricrrt between two French ponies! 
Tim*; times during the winter the 
mercury congealed, aud very many days, 
the thermometer was more than 30 de­ 
grees below zero. At 
Fort Winne­ 
bago, there was snow continuously from 
October ll, 1842, to April 26,1843. When 
the break-up came, thqre was no ilo*>ds, 
and the streams were not higher than 
they usually were in the spring. There 
was very little frost in the ground, and 
when the snow melted the water disap­ 
peared in the ground. 
H ie present indications are that the 
snow itself will not raise the streams in 
Wisconsin high enough to do any ser­ 
ious damage to the water powers. After 
the third heavy snow storm which fell 
on tile 3d aud 4th of March, there were 
serious apprehensions least the sudden 
breaking up of winter would make such 
a rise in the rivers or to work vast dam­ 
age, but it seems the danger is paast, the 
gradual disappearance of the snow with­ 
out rain, putting an end to all fears of a 
destructive rise in the river, and conse­ 
quent damage to the water powers.

To the Honorable Assembly: 
I respectfully return without approval, 
for further legislative consideration, As­ 
sembly bill No. 209, entitled “a bill to re­ 
duce the act incorporating tho city of 
Janesville, and tho several acts amenda­ 
tory thereof into one act, and to amend 
the same.” 
This bill has several features which to 
mo seem to contravene the provisions of 
the constitution. It provides, for exam­ 
ple, that no person shall lie a qualified 
elector at any city election unless he 
shall have resided in tho ward where he 
offers to vote for at least twenty days 
preceding tile day of such election; that 
all penalties imposed by the charter shall 
be paid into the city treasury for the use 
and benefit of the city; that tax and as­ 
sessment rolls shall be conclusive evidence 
of the regularity and legality of the pro­ 
ceedings for tho assessment, levy and 
collection of taxes and special assess­ 
ments; anil that the city shall be exempt 
from all liability for accidents occasion­ 
ed 
by 
the 
negligence 
of 
contractors 
improving 
the 
pub­ 
lic streets or by reason of defective 
sidewalks. It also fails to provide for tho 
equalization by the board of review or to 
fix any limitation upon the amount of 
municipal indebtedness which may be 
created—particularly iu the matter of the 
construction of bridges. 
Several of the objectionable features 
here noted occur more than once, and in 
connection with different subjects, so 
that it would be quite impossible to make 
the necessary corrections without revis­ 
ing or rewriting the entire bill.

long session, but by 
a 
thoroughly 
competent person, in his office, with plen­ 
ty of time for thought and deliberation. 
I am well aware that many of the pro­ 
visions to which objections are now 
urged, are copied literally from the pres­ 
ent charter of the city of Janesville and 
the successive amendments thereto, and 
they appear in not a few other city char­ 
ters. But they are none the less objec­ 
tionable for this reason, and when a char­ 
ter is to he revised, they should be care­ 
fully eliminated therefrom.

I beg also to caii attention to the un­ 
necessary and unwarrantable length of 
this charter. 
I feel 
quito certain it 
might he curtailed oue-half, and then 
embody all that is required to make it a 
complete aud perfect charter for any city 
iii the State. It is quite unnecessary to 
incorporate page after page of the Re 
vised Statutes into every act incorpora 
ting a city, or to embody in a charter a 
full system of municipal jurisprudence 
with detailed instructions aud forms.

whose folds had lioen broken up and scat­ 
tered—some sixty in all—drew up an ob­ 
ligation to give him one sheep each for 
every w olf lie would capture, in addition 
to the five dollars bounty given by th.

for each scalp. Wilburn ac­

the

Webb-Footed Fow Is. 


The past thirty years have witnessed 
many agricultural follies,beginning with 
the “ moms multicuilis” fever a little 
more than three decades ago; the Shang­ 
hai fever, the sheep fever, the Short­ 
horn fever and more lately the poultry 
fever generally. 
But as it is only by 
disease that we are brought to appreci­ 
ate health, these morbid excitements 
may have resulted in some good. With­ 
out desiring to create or put in motion 
another “ boom,” I wish to direct at­ 
tention, as a s|»ecific branch of general 
agriculture, to the raising of ducks and 
geese for profit. 
Many obi farmers, and 
perhaps some ycwng ones, may give a 
sniff of the nose at this, but a little ex­ 
perience has satisfied me that there is 
more money in ducks and geese to tile 
farmer than in hens or turkeys. 
The 
duck is generally esteemed as a table 
fowl and it only needs testing to make 
the goose the peer of the turkey upon 
the Christmas board. 
As an egg-pro- 
duccr there is no fowl that will compare 
with ducks. 
They bring a slightly bet­ 
ter price than chickens, cost no more to 
raise under fair conditions, and yield a 
fine crop of feathers besides. The goose 
produces about the same number of 
eggs as a turkey, eau be raised at half 
the oost, brings nearly the same prica 
in market aud yields abundantly of fine 
feathers. 
. . . 
. 
The goose, like tho cow, makes its 
living chiefly on grass, while the duck 
is the hog of the poultry yard. 
It will 
cat anything, from a child’s glass mar­ 
ble to a rattlesnake, and what is better, 
seems to digest everything it swallows. 
The proper conditions for raising these 
fowls profitably are a low house sur­ 
rounded by a corral I sufficient to turn 
wolves and foxes, with a pasture pro­ 
portioned to the size of the flock, one 
acre to fifty geese. 
Clover is the best 
forage. 
The pasture should be divided 
into four apartments. 
Four-foot ^aths 
cut in two will make a fence tall enough. 
Shallow cast-iron bowls surrounded by 
pickets so that they can only get the 
head and neck in, make the best recep­ 
tacles for water, or it convenient, a 
shallow I unning spring. The younglings 
of either geese or ducks must be care­ 
fully fed until three weeks old, and tho 
best food is light bread, made from 


44 shorts” or coarse flour and soaked in 
cold water. 
The next two weeks their 
range should be blue grass free from 
weeds or anything likely to trip them, 
as they are easily thrown upon their 
back and can rarely get up without 
help. 
Of varieties, any of tho largo 
Toulouse, Bremen or Chinese geese, 
aud of ducks, the Muscovy, black Ca­ 
yuga, Pekin, or any large breed that 
may suit the fancy.—Cor. N. Y. Trib­ 
une.

in the Carolinas. One was presented lo 
Gen. Lafayette in 1826, and others v’er j 
sent to England, the coat-of-arms o j 
them revealing the family to whom \ev 
belonged.
